A de cisive b r e akthrough a t those negotiation s 

c ould be of fundamenta l i mpor t ance f o r the de velo pments i n 

Europe and throughout t he wor l d, a nd c onsequently - - not least 

be tween the So v i et Union and the United Stat e s a s wel l. 

The Sovi e t Union has j u s t taken another major step which, 

if properly appreciated by t he United St ate s , will in many respects 

facilitate reac hing agr eement i n Geneva . We have dec l a red our 

wi llingness t o e l imi n a t e in the European part of the USS R those 

of our medi um range missiles which wo u l d be subject to reductions. 

Among t he m t he r e would be a considerable part of the 55-20 missiles 

as we l l, name l y, that part of those missiles which would be in 

excess of t he aggregate number o f medium range missi les of Britain 

and F r ance . It goes without saying that that can be done only if 

mut ual l y a ccep t a b l e agreement is reached as a whole on the problem

of limiting medium range nuc lea r s ystems in Europe , i ncluding
 

reno unc i a t i o n o f the deployment of ne w Amer ican missile s there .
 

The q uestion r egarding the r e deployment of the 55- 20 missiles 

t o be reduc e d woul d thereby be r emo ve d, too . And t he Amer ican 

representatives themse l ves r epeatedly emphasized the great importance 

f o r t he prog r e ss of the ne gotia t i ons in Geneva o f what woul d ha ppen 

to the Soviet mis s iles to be reduced I n Europe . 
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Having t a k e n this serious step for the sake o f reaching 

agreement, we expect that the reciprocal step of t h e U. S. side 

will be o f a k ind that would make a mutually acceptable agre e me n t 

possible. 

AS you understand, Mr. President, a great deal d e pe n d s on 

what the forthcoming round of the negotiations will result in, 

we believe that an agreement is poss ible and achievable so far . 

The Soviet delegat ion i n Geneva will have inst r u c t i o n s to apply 

additiona l e f forts to work out an agreement based On 'the principle 

of e qual ity and equal security. For the success to be achieved, 

h owever , it necessary for the U. S. delegation a lso to have 

appropriate in s t r u c t i o ns to work in the same direction. 

The Soviet leadership is deeply convinced that the situation 

powerfully dictates the need f or a broad , considered approach 

and for taking bold pOlitical d e c i s i o n s looking to the future. 

For its part , the Soviet leadership acts precisely in this manner. 

would l i k e to hope that your government and you personally will 

approach the resolut ion of t he task we face with t h e sense of 

great responsibility for t he d e s t i n i e s of peace and int«rnational 

security .
